Report Shows 458 Died Here Dur-
ing Last Seven Days i
Increase in the death rate for the
weok is shown by the weekly bullefin
of the Division of Vital Statistics issued
today. During the week there were
458 deaths, as compared with 443 last
week, an increase of fifteen.  Last year
for the week ending November 28 there
were 410 deaths recorded, thirty-nine
less than the deaths of this week.
Searlet fever, diphtheria and croup
enused the death of thirteen children.
While there are huodreds of mild cases |
of searlet fever and diphtherin in the
eity, the digease does not result o a
high mortality rate. Many chiliren
bhaving scarlet fever and diphtheria, ac-
cording to Dr, C. Lincoln Furbush, di-
rector of the Department of Henlth, are
permitted to nssociate with children at
schonl  because their parents do not
realize that they are suffering with
these diserses,
